REMARKS

Claims 3, 11-12, and 17-19 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Okuzono et al in view of Self et al Claims 3, 11-12, and 17-19 are cancelled, so the 
rejections are moot.
